Attired in formal dinner clothes, 
Mollison took off at 8:44 a. m. today 
for Harbor Grace, hoping to estab- 
lish a mark of 17% flying hours 
from New York to Croydon Air- 
drome in England. 
“I do my best flying at night,” ex- 
plained the Englishman, “So, don’t 
you know, I have to be properly 
dressed.” 
He did don a flying suit over his 
dinner jacket as a concession to 
low temperatures, and the conven- 
tional vest had been replaced with 
a white sweater. He slipped slacks 
over his trousers. 

His plane, a speedy Bellanca mon- 
oplane, powered with a 700-horse- 
power motor, has a cruising speed 
of about 250 miles an hour. 

It is a single cockpit ship with 
a sliding hood to convert it into a 
closed type, and is painted blue and 
orange. Mollison will navigate, he 
said, only with a gyroscope com- 
pass and an artificial horizon. The

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declines to tell the 
country what plans he has, if any, 
for Federal regulation of the rela- 
tions between employers and em- 
ployes. 
At his press conference yesterday 
afternoon he parried all questions 
about revival of the NRA and he 
declined to explain his Detroit 
speech in which he declared that 
the motor and other industries 
“must” increase annual wages paid 
to workers, That is, he would not 
tell how his “must” could be en- 
forced. He evaded a direct ques- 
tion relating to his son James’ re- 
ported statement, as quoted by the 
Worcester (Mass.) Telegram that 
“the President intends to continue 
the principles of the NRA by going 
before the people and seeking an 
amendment to the Constitution to 
make the principles of the NRA the 
law of the land.” 

The son later declared he had 
been misquoted and that he had 
actually said: “Should there be no 
way in which this (the carrying out 
of the NRA purposes in a constitu- 
tional manner) can be accom- 
plished, which we do not admit, I, 
as an individual, see no alternative 
but to ask the people for the right 
to make those purposes constitu- 
tional through the Congress of the 
United States.” 

The conference yesterday was 
the first opportunity the Washing- 
ton reporters have had to question 
the President since James spoke at 
Worcester. Two scheduled confer- 
ences had been canceled. 

In Jocular Vein. 
As is customary when the Presi- 


going to cross-examine him, he 
pitched the conference in a jocular 
key. There were many humorous 
presidential sallies. And the whole 
affair became a laughing matter. 
Finally a reporter asked: “Is any- 
body going to ask about the NRA?” 
The President asked the reporter 
what he meant. The reporter,men-:

James’ speech and the subsequent 
charge of misquotation.

‘The President remarked that of 
the two reports as to what had been 
said, he naturally believed that of 
his son. He then quoted the bark- 
er’s come-on of “you pays your 
money and you takes your choice.” 
The reporters laughed at this ob- 
servation. One obdurate fellow, 
however, put the blunt question: 
“Mr. President, do you intend to 
extend the NRA?” 
To this, the President replied that 
the answer must be found in his 
speeches, past and present. But all 
attempts to pin him down as to 
when he had said anything specific 
about the future of the NRA failed. 
Later on, a reporter asked how far 
back his speeches should be studied 
and the President said the speeches 
of the last month and a half would 
suffice. 
Examination of the speeches over 
this period discloses that the Presi- 
dent has said nothing directly about 
reviving the NRA or how # could 
be accomplished in face of the 
unanimous decision of the United 
States Supreme Court that the law 
was unconstitutional.

BUCKET SHOP HEA 
GETS 7 YEARS IN 
- $500,000 FRAUD 


Ben R. Bradley of Defunct 
American Bond & Share 
Sentenced, Pleaded Guil- 
ty on 38 Counts. 


HUNTED 19 MONTHS, 
FINALLY GAVE UP 


Atlanta Promoter Promised 
100 Pct. Profits—Associ- 
ate, Earl of Pelham, Al- 
ready in Prison.

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 28. — Ben R. 


Bradley, president of the defunct 
American Bond & Share Corpora- 
tion, was sentenced today to seven 
years’ imprisonment on his plea of 
guilty to 38 counts of using the 
mails to defraud. 

Bradley’s guilty plea last week 
was entered and sentence was pro- 
nounced today by Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood. Investors in the com- 


pany lost more than $600,000 when 
it collapsed early in 1935 and Brad- 
ley fled as Federal agents sought 
him.’ 
He eluded them for more than 19 
months and then walked into the 
office of District Attorney Law- 
rence A, Camp, saying he was “tired 
of being hunted.” 

During his absence, his chief as- 
sociate, Robert Lee, known as the 
“Earl of Pelham,” was convicted of 
mail fraud and is serving a three- 
year sentence. 

The corporation which operated 
in bucket shop style used the lure 
of 100 per cent profits in the stock 
market. Elaborate offices were 
maintained in an Atlanta sky- 
scraper. Bradley represented him- 
self as being on “the inside”—re- 
ceiving information from Eastern 
millionaires. This allowed him to 
anticipate the rise and fall of. 
stocks, bonds and commodities, he 
explained to the unwary. As an ex- 
perienced trader he boasted he 
“never on any account at any time 
suffered a loss for an investor.” 
However, investigation showed 
that what dividends were paid came 
from fund securities and credits of 
other investors and depositors.

Boss Hague Puts on An- 
other Show for President

NEW YORK, Oct. 28:—With his 
goal the electoral votes of the in- 
dustrial states on the eastern sea- 
board, President Roosevelt started 
out today on the last swing of the 
campaign, outwardly confident of 
victory next Tuesday. 
The real objective of the day was 
the Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s 
Island in New York Harbor. After 
lunching on Governor’s Island the 
President and his party crossed the 
short strip of water to Bedloe’s by 
ferry for the ceremonies rededicat- 
ing the great figure of Liberty en- 
lightening the world. The occasion 
was the fiftieth anniversary of the 
acceptance of the statue as a gift 
from the French people. 
Warships Fire Salutes. 
As the ferry bearing the presi- 


dential party approached Bedloe’s 
Island United States battle cruisers 


"bor gave a salute of honor. The 
sun shone brilliantly on gaily 
decked tugs and official boats mark- 
ing the course of the ferry on 
which was the President’s automo- 
bile, 

The statue itself was decked with 
long lines of flags and as the presi- 
dential party touched the island, 
bluejackets lined the walls at atten- 
tion. There was almost a serious 
hitch in carefully laid plans when 
the ferry with the official party 
aboard was grounded 200 yards off 
shore, but after some puffing and 
groaning the boat got free. 


From the dock the presidential 
car was driven to a platform con- 
structed for the occasion. Official 
guests were waiting in reserved 
seats about the platform. 

A brilliant array of battle flags 
was arranged along the lower por- 
tion of the base whipped by a fresh 
wind from off the harbor. It was 
cold enough for an overcoat and 
Ambassador La Boulaye of France 
spoke with a thick knitted muffler 
about his throat. 


Following Mayor LaGuardia, Am- 
bassador La Boulaye, Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes and other not- 
ables who participated in the_cere- 
monies, the President read a brief 
address on liberty and the import- 
ance of immigration from Europe 
in upbuilding America. 


Address at Statue. 


Apparently in his effort to keep 
his talk on a “non-political” plane, 
the President confined his remarks 
to generalities, giving voice to the 
time-worn sentiments employed by 
all arators in such occasions. 
“Even in times as troubled and 
uncertain as these,” he said, “I still 
hold to the faith that a better civil- 
ization than any we have known is 
in store for America and by our 
example, perhaps, for the world. 
Here destiny seems to have taken 
a long look. Into this continental 
reservoir there has been poured out 
untold and untapped wealth of hu- 
man resources. Out of that reser- 
voir—out of the melting pot — the 
rich promise which the new world 
held out to those who came to it 
from many lands is finding fulfill- 
ment.” 

Following the President's talk 
there was a short wave broadcast 
from France. The American Am- 
bassador in Paris, William Bullitt, 
introduced President Le Brun, who 
spoke a greeting in French. A- 
band in Paris played the Star-Span- 
gled Banner.

Jury Acquits Mrs. Edith 
Metro Although She Ad- 
mits That She Indorsed 


Man’s Name. 


SAYS SHE USED $6. 


FOR HIS FAMILY 


Woman Declares Anthony 
Bockerstett Had Not 


Turned Wages Over to 
Wife and Children. 


Mrs. Edith Metro, former social 
worker for the St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministration, was acquitted of a 
charge of third-degree forgery by 3 
jury in Circuit Judge James M. 
Douglas’ court this afternoon. The 
case went to the jury at 12:25 p. m., 
and the verdict was returned at 2:30 
o’clock. 

During testimony in her own de- 
fense, Mrs. Metro admitted on cross- 
examination that she forged an in- 
dorsement on a $6 relief check, and 
offered the explanation that she 
used the $6 to buy supplies for the 
wife and three children of the payee, 
who, she said, had failed to give 
his family relief funds he was, re- 
ceiving. 

There were originally three 
charges against Mrs. Metro imvolv- 
ing alleged forgeries of relief 
checks. One charge was dropped 
when the principal witness failed 
to appear at a preliminary hearing. 

In her direct testimony, under 
questioning by William J. Hough, 
her attorney, Mrs. Metro denied the 
testimony of State’s witnesses that 
she had confessed forgery to police. 
She added that she had not profited 
from the check transaction, which 
she said was to hide from her 
superiors the fact that she was per- 
sonally administering relief funds 
for the family of Anthony Bocker- 
stett, the payee of the $6 check. 

Says She Used Own Money Too. 

“Mrs. Bockerstett told me her 
husband was not bringing the 
money home, and I decided to see 
that the family received what was 
needed,” Mrs. Metro told the jury. 
“T used the $6 to buy groceries, 


clothing and shoes for them and 
added $1 of my own money to help 


pay the electric bill.”

Mrs. Metro was the last witness 
for the defense. Defense witnesses, 
who preceded Mrs. Metro, testified 
to her good reputation and said she 
was known to have advanced hér 
personal funds to her relief clients.

Bockerstett, a WPA worker of 
4632 Carter avenue, testified for the 
State that his name was forged in 
the indorsement of the eheck, 
which should have been received by 
him last December. He said he 
mever received any portion of the 


On cross-examination Bockerstett 
testified he received $2.80 from Mrs. 
Metro personally, but said it was in 
payment for work he performed for 
her at the Water Tower Branch of 
the Relief Administration. He ad- 
mitted he had been convicted of 
embezzling $1500 from a former em- 
ployer, and had received a bench 
parole from a two-year term in 
Algoa Reformatory. 

Detective’s Testimony. | 

City Detective Frank Madeker, 
who arrested Mrs. Metro at her 
home, 2843A Union boulevard, last 
Feb. 18, testified she admitted 
forging an indorsement to the $6 
check when questioned at Police 
Headquarters in the presence of 
other social workers. Mrs. Metro 
typed a statement of her admis- 
sions, Madeker said, but refused 
to sign the document after telling 
officers, “I know enough about law 
not to sign that”. The statement, 
which bore the signatures of wit- 
messes, was read to the jury. 

Miss Minnie Alper and Miss Car- 
oline Bedford, social workers, told 
the jury they were present when 
Mrs. Metro made oral admissions 
to the officers relative to the 
forgery. Jay Baker, manager of a 
chain grocery at 2918 Union boule- 
vard, identified Mrs. Metro as eB 
customer he knew as Bessie Gar- 
rett. Baker said he cashed the $6 
check, which bore an indorsement 
purporting to be the signature of 
Bockerstett and the additional in- 
dorsement, Bessie Garrett. 

Mrs. Metro, who is 33 years old, 
had been employed by the Relief 
Administration for four years and 
told police that she was separated 
from her husband, Dr. Michael

She said she had known him for at 
least 25 years before they were mar- 
ried and that she had lived at a 
house he owned on West Ninetieth 
street, New York, from 1910 to 1917, 
the year of their marriage. 

Lived Together at Dallas. 

Prior to her residence in New 
York, she said, she resided in Dal- 
las, Tex., for 17 years, under the 
name of Mrs. M. E. Staunton. 

“Did you live alone?” she was 
asked. “No, Col. Green lived there.” 

She said that when she and Col. 
Green were married, she had ap- 
proximately $25,000 in securities 
which, she said, represented “Christ- 
mas and birthday presents” from 
him. 

It was also brought out during 
the cross-examination that when 
Col. Green died, his wife owned se- 
curities valued at approximately 
$300,000. 

She said she had been unaware 
of their value because she was “not 
a good business woman and didn’t 
keep up with things.”

LONDON, Oct. 28.—Heralded as 
possibly the future Queen of En- 
gland, 42-year-old Mrs. Wallis War- 
field Simpson began today a form 
of “matrimonial parole” under which 
six months must pass before she 
will be eligible to marry anyone— 
be he King or commoner. — 

Six grumbled words—“Oh, very 
well, a decree nisi”—testily voiced 
by bewigged Justice Sir John An- 
thony Hawke at Ipswich assizes, 
provisionally. released Mrs. Simp- 
son from her second unsuccessful 
marriage. 
Today, behind drawn curtains, the 
American who may become “Queen 
Wallis” secluded herself in her 
white-fronted new mansion at 16 
Cumberland Terrace—greatly dif- 
ferent from the “paying guest” 
home of her early youth in Balti- 
more—resting from  yesterday’s 
brief but nerve-wracking ordeal. 
For half a year, she must act 
with the greatest propriety to avoid 
the strictures of one of her sov- 
ereign friend’s own officials — the 
King’s proctor. Technically, at 
least, she will have to be careful 
that a chaperon is present even 
when she is with King Edward. 
Moreover, any chance meeting 
with her now ex-husband, Ernest 
Aldrich Simpson, at a restaurant or 
one of the Mayfair parties they both 
frequest might prove embarrassing. 
The law explicitly lays down that 
any resumption of close relations 
between husband and wife. would 
be sufficient grounds to justify the 
Judge in refusing to make the de- 
cree absolute. 

Otherwise, if the King’s proctor 


gives the nod, Mrs. Simpson will be 
unqualifiedly free on April 27, 1937 
—15 days before the scheduled cor- 
onation of bachelor King Edward. 


England’s public learned only the 
bare, unadorned facts about the 
Ipswich part of the “Affaire Simp- 
son” today. But they had to be 
observant readers. Morning news- 
papers, including the conservative 
Times, carried only a few incon- 
spicuous paragraphs—breaking at 
last the silence of self-imposed cen- 
sorship. , 


Boldest of all was the liberal 
News-Chronicle, which devoted a 
two-column headline to the story 
and gave some identification of 
Mrs. Simpson beyond her street ad- 
dress. Not a single paper, however, 
even indirectly mentioned King Ed- 
ward, 

Under the surveillance of the 
King’s proctor, both Mrs. Simpson 
and her “nisi” husband will legally 
be subject to a strict.account of 
their actidbns. The proctor’s duty 
calls for him to watch the conduct 
of all parties in matrimonial cases 
during the six-month period be- 
tween the decree nisi and the de- 
cree absolute. 

If he ig able to prove there are 
suspicious circumstances, he may, 
under direction 6f the Attorney- 
General or by leave of the court, 
intervene for the purpose of ad- 
vancing evidence of collusion. 

His power of intervention is 
limited to collusion, but he may also 
appear in court as a public citizen 
when the final decree is due and 
enter formal objection to the 
parties being granted final freedom. 


STATE LEGISLATORS VOTE

LUXEMBURG MAN, STRUCK 
BY AUTO SUNDAY; DIES 


Frank Peters, 66, Succumbs in 
County Hospital to His 
Injuries. 

Frank Peters, 66 years old, 809 
Efskine avenue, Luxemburg, died 


at County Hospital today of in- 
juries suffered Sunday night when 
struck by an automobile at Hoff- 
meister avenue and Lemay Ferry 
road. 

The driver, Arthur C. . Otto, a 
clerk, 3747 Keokuk street, said he 
was driving at a rate of 20 miles an 
hour and was watching a_ truck 
making a U-turn in front of him, 
when Peters suddenly appeared in 
front of his car.

A Federal Court jury, in a ver-

The jury verdict returned after 
lees than an hour’s deliberation, 
was in favor of the Massachusetts 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., in a suit 
for double indemnity, under the ac- 
cident .phases of three insurance 
policies totalling $22,000, brought 
by Tittmann’s mother, Mrs. Marie 
F. Tittmann, 80 years old, of 5412 
Cabanne avenue. 

It was the theory of the pros 
ecution that Tittmann was clean- 
ing his pistol and the weapon was 
discharged accidentally the first 
time and through reflex action of 
Tittmann’s hand the second shot. 
Experts disagreed as to whether 
the large wound was powder 
burned. The defense contended that 
Tittmann, a war veteran familiar 
with small arms, held his pistol 
to his chest and deliberately pulled 
the trigger. 

The defense offered testimony te 
show that Tittmann’s bread com- 
pany had lost $42,000 of its $50,000 
capital in the four years before his 
death, and that it had borrowed 
money from banks. There was tes- 
timony that Tittmann’s salary had 
been reduced from $6500 a year to 
$4000. 

Mrs. Tittmann testified her son 
was considerate of her and never 
made an engagement without first 
ascertaining whether such an ar- 
rangement would. interfere with 
plans she had made. She said he 
had no worries and was habitually 
in good spirits. Her testimony was

Mrs. Tittmann has been paid 
$22,000, the face value of the pol- 
icies, by the insurance concern. 

Tittmann, shot twice in the chest, 
was found lying beside a work 
bench on which were a cleaning 
rag, brush and gun oil.

William Rolf, an ex-convict, was 
sought by police and 5t. Louis 
County authorities today for ques- 
tioning in connection with the kill- 
ing of George J. Appleton, who was 
found shot to death early Monday 
at the base of a steel tower near 
Florissant supporting high tension 
wires of the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. 

Rolf, police said, was the last 

n known to have been with 
Appleton before police officers, 
directed by a telephone message 
from an unidentified caller, found 
his body lying beside a dynamite 
bomb in a field at the rear of the 
Sacred Heart Cemetery over which 
the Union Electric company’s 
Keokuk-to-St. Louis lines pass. 

Rolf and Appleton, police said, 
were together Friday evening in @ 
North St. Louis’ tavern. Their 
movements after that time have 
not been learned by police. Ap- 
pleton was killed, apparently, about 
10 o’clock Sunday night. 

A woman friend of Rolf, also an 
acquaintance of Appleton, has been 
held for questioning in Clayton 
since Monday night. 

Rolf is thought to be the man 
Appleton’s widow knew only as 
“Bill,” who, on occasions. visited 
Appleton at his home, 3905A Kos- 
suth avenue, and conferred secretly 
with him. 

A scrap of paper bearing the 
number of a telephone at a room- 
ing house where Rolf resided was 
found by Mrs. Appleton at her 
home Friday evening. 

Mrs. Appleton said “Bill” called 
at her home Sunday afternoon and 
inguired if her husband had re- 
turned home. When she told 
him that he had not, “Bill” left aft- 
er telling her:/“He was blind drunk 
Friday night.” 

Although a dynamite bomb was 
found beside Appleton’s. left hand, 
it developed at the inquest yester- 
day that there were no matches in 
his clothing with which he might 
have lit the fuse attached to the 
bomb. Appleton was not known to 
police as a bomber, but as a petty 
thief who had served a prison term 
for burglary and robbery, and «@ 
Workhouse sentence for carrying & 
concealed weapon. 

There were no indications of @ 
struggle at the spot where Apple- 
ton’s body was found. Police sur- 
mised that he was shot either by 
someone who surprised him or by 
some one he trusted who had gone 
there with him. Four shots from 
an automatic pistol struck him in 
the right side of the head.

Labor has fairly won many victo- 
riesin this country. Its greatest 
triumph has been won not on the 
field of battle but in the strong- 


| hold of public opinion. 


The greatest victory of labor, in 


| my opinion, has been to bring about 


the general. recognition of an im- 


| accepted by the man who hires as 
li well as by the man who toils. It is 
|| the foundation of increased produc- 
|| tion, greater national wealth, high- 


er average purchasing power, and: 
a larger measure of happiness for 
everyone. 

Organized labor has,been the nat- 
ural champion of this principle. 
The father of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, Samuel .Gompers, 
was one of its first sponsors. As 
early as 1899, he declared: “I be- 
lieve that as time goes on, the wage 
earners will continue to become 
larger sharers per dollar of the 
wealth produced. I have no fear 
as to the future of organized la- 
bor.” 

Collective Bargaining. 

Since then America has grown, 
and the organized labor movement 
has grown along with the ‘nation. 

That conviction of Mr. Gompers 
has become the conviction of every 
progressive citizen of this country.

Workman, Himself, Landon Says. 
I would like the workers of Amer- 
ica whether they are organized or 
unorganized, to understand clearly 
that their problems are familiar to 
me; that I myself have worked with 
my own hands; that I have earned 


pathy with the point of view of the 
working men and the working 
women, and eager to: co-operate 
with them. 

For many years I have believed 
in the necessity for organization as 
a means of advancing the fortunes 


standard of living and giving him 
the position in the world to which 
he is entitled. It 1s a fact that the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
recognizes the right of organized 
labor through peaceful methods to 
extend organization to labor that is 
unorganized, that it recognizes the 
right to peaceful picketing, and gen- 
erally that the law is on the side 
of those who as workers are eager 
to promote their own fortunes and 
those of. their fellow workers in 
the same or other industries. 


Pledges Law Enforcement. 


It is an old story that labor has 
the right to organize and bargain 
collectively through representatives 
of its own choosing without inter- 
ference by employers. But like 
many another old story, it needs to 
be emphasized and applied. en 
I am President I will see to it that 
Federal laws for the protection of 
workers are enforced. 


If this right of organized labor 

has beerti acquired through great 
sacrifice, it is all the more valu- 
able because of the lesson of expe- 
rience it has given us all. Today we 
know that progress comes through 
mutual understanding between la- 
bor and capital, reached through 
conferences based on the processes 
of collective bargaining. 
' As Mr. Gompers said, “From the 
moment in which workers and em- 
ployers negotiate and agree upon 
terms, hours, conditions and wages, 
the principle of autocratic domina- 
tion gives way to the principle of 
democratic co-operation.” In those 
words Mr. Gompers stated the 
American way of meeting the labor 
problem. It is the truly democratic 
way. False liberalism and undis- 
guised autocracy follow a different 
route. They do not bridge the 
chasm. They widen it. Theirs is 
the way of war; not of peace. 


Mr.’ Gompers’ great success in 
the cause of organized labor lay in 
hi genius in recognizing that the 
situation of the working man in this 
country is different from that of 
labor in the old world. In most 


a class apart: In America labor al- 
ways has been merged in the nation 
as a whole, 


gressed by following the Gompers 
policy of keeping free from entangle- 
ment with any political group. That 
policy more than anything else is 
responsible for the steady advance 
it has made. In the United States 
real wages have constantly in- 
creased, but at the same time labor 
has retained its freedom. More 
than that, it has won general recog- 


nition of its right to freedom of 
action, 


European Labor System. 

We are witnessing in this coun- 
try today an effort to introduce 
into the camp of American labor the 
European system of political alli- 
ances which invariably victimizes 
labor. In trying times leaders al- 
ways arise who claim they can de- 
liver the labor vote to one political 
camp or the other. Back in 1904 
even Mr. Gompers himself was ac- 
cused of belonging to this class. 
The cry was raised: “Gompers has 
promised to deliver the labor vote.” 
Years later when writing the story 
of his life he made reply. I quote: 


“I knew full well that I could 
not deliver the labor vote nor did I 
make any such promise or pretense. 
It was simply absurd for anyone to 
charge that I had in mind either 
the desire or the will or the ability 
to deliver the labor vote. 


“To meet that unjust criticism 
and attack I frequently declared 
upon the public platform as well as 
in conferences and writings that I 
had not the power to deliver the 
vote of any man. The only vote 
which I controlled was my own.”

471 Judges and Clerks to 
Be Named Besides 187 


Fired. 


Appointment of 2382 men and 
women to serve .s deputy election 
commissioners and precinct judges 
and clerks in the presidential elec- 
tion Tuesday was taken up today 
by the Election Board, with the 
hope of having those chosen noti- 
fied tc appear tomorrow to receive 
commissions. 

This group will constitute 41 per 
cent of the force of 5744 officials 
to work in the 718 precinct polling 
places. The other 3362 officials, all 
judges and clerks, were among the 


staff appointed in September by 
the old Waechter board, whose 
members were removed later by 
Gov. Park “for the betterment of 
the public service.” 
It was possible the number of new 
judges and clerks to be chosen by 
the new board might be reduced by 
187, depending on the outcome of a 
suit brought last week by a dis- 
missed judge to prevent his dis- 
charge. The board has fired 187 
judges and clerks who were chosen 
by the old Loard. Circuit Judge 
John W. Joynt was expected to rule 
this week on the suit. 
Judges to Be Named. 
Appointments to be made, be- 
sides replacement of those fired, 
were: 471 judges and clerks to fill 
vacancies caused by resignations of 
persons summoned recently for 
examination as to their qualifica- 
tions; 288 judges and clerks to 
handle the 48 extra polling places 
created in precincts having registra- 
tions of more than 800 voters each; 
1436 deputy commissioners to serve 
two to a polling place, with author- 
ity for general supervision of the 
casting and counting of ballots. 
Each precinct will have two 
judges, one clerk and one deputy 
commissioner of each of the two 
major parties. 
Deputy commissioners will have 
the right to challenge persons of- 
fering to vote where they have rea- 
s0n to doubt the persons’ qualifi- 
cations, Associate City Counselor 
Louis McKeown held in an opinion 
to the Election Board today. The 
board wil] furnish the deputies with 
a variety of information about per- 
sons who may be challenged. 


A compilation today showed that 
the 658 vacancies in the old force of 
judges and clerks were divided as 
follows: Democrats, 374—212 resig- 
nations, 135 dismissed for failure to 
appear before the board, 27 dis- 
charged on sustaining of charges at 
hearings. Republicans, 284—259 res- 
ignations, 25 discharged on sustain- 
ing of charges at hearings. 

2000 Applications Received. 

About 2000 applications have been 
received so far by the board for ap- 
pointment as deputies, judges: and 
clerks, with more: arriving in each 
mail. At the board’s request the 
Chamber of Commerce wrote to 
about 3500 commercial and indus- 
trial concerns, asking suggestion of 
qualified employes of integrity to 
serve the Election Board. This has 
resulted in about 1700 of the appli- 
cations. Members of the board 
have made the same request of 
various employers. 

The Election Board decided today 
to allow the Socialist party and the 
Citizens’ Non-Partisan Committee 
each to have challengers ahd watch- 
ers in the polling places on Election 
day. Its announcement was made 
after Paul W. Preisler, Socialist 
nominee for Congressman from the 
Eleventh District, had filed appli- 
cation in St. Louis Court of Appeals 
to prevent the board from carrying 
out its announced intention of al- 
lowing only the two major parties 
: to have watchers and challengers in 
| the polling places. 


After the suit had been filed, 
Preisler, his lawyer, Chairman 
Charles P. Williams of the Election 
Board and others conferred in 
chambers with Judge William Dee 
Becker of the Court of Appeals and 
were told the Socialist party had 
the same rights in the polling places 
as the Democrats and Republicans. 
Following the conference, the board 
announced extension of the privi- 
lege to Socialists and the Citizens’ 
Non-Partisan Committee. Each 
party and the committee will be 
permitted to have one challenger 
in each polling place during hours 
of voting, and two watchers during 
the count after closing time, 

Still under advisement is an ap- 
plication to the board by the Com- 
munist party to be allowed to have 
challengers and watchers in the 

polling places.

While there has been only one 
Congressional election since the 
districts were/ rearranged under 
the present gerrymander, the his- 
tory of the counties as they are 
grouped under the present arrange- 
ment bears out the belief that re- 
election of Democrats in practical- 
ly all the districts except the Sev- 
enth and possibly the Twelfth, is 
virtually certain. 

Romijue in First District. 

In the First District, which con- 
sists of 16 counties in Northeast 
and Northern Missouri, Congress- 
man M. A. Romjue of Macon, Dem- 
ocrat, is opposed by former State 
Senator James G. Morgan, Repub- 
lican. Collectively these counties 
have been carried by the Repub- 
licans twice for President, in 1924 
and 1928, but only once have they 
gone Republican for Congress, in 
1928, when there was a Republican 
landslide. : 

In 1924 Coolidge carried these 
counties by 1349, but for Congress 
they went Democratic by 9178, and 
though they’ went for Hoover by 
20,718 in 1928, they went Repub- 
lican for Congress by only 2209. In 
1930 when they went for the Dem- 
ocratic State. ticket by 8564, they 
went Democratic in the Congres- 
sional election by 14,206. Congress- 
men were not elected by districts 
in 1932 and consequently no com- 
parison with that year is possible 
Romjue’s election this year is indi- 
cated. 

In the Second District, which 
consists of 15 counties in the cen- 
tral part of the State, Congress- 
man William L. Nelson, Democrat, 
is opposed by State Representative 
O. B. Whitaker of Weaubleau. 
These counties have a consistent 
Democratic Con,yressional record, 
though in 1928 Republican landslide 
Hoover carried them by 6996. Yet 
they went Democratic for Con- 
gressman by 11,186. Two years ago 
the district was carried by Senator 


Truman, Democrat, by 13,879, while 


Nelson won it by 17,641. Nelson’s 
re-election is considered certain. 


the heavy independent vote in St. 
Joseph, which controls the district. 
Since 1924 it has been Republican 
twice on the presidency and twice 
for Congress. In 1924 when Cool- 
idge carried the counties by 670, 
they went Democratic for Congress- 
man by 2950, and in 1928 when 
Hoover won them by 21,142, they 
went Republican for Congressman 
by only 8537,. Two years ago the 
district went for Truman by 16,066, 
but gave Duncan, Democrat, for 
Congress a majority of 21,595. Dun- 
can, nominated for re-election, is 
opposed by Miles Elliott of St. Jo- 
seph, Republican. Duncan's elec- 
tion is indicated. 

The Fourth and Fifth districts are 
in Jackson County (Kansas City). 
Congressmen C. Jasper Bell and 
Joseph B. Shannon, Democrats, are 
opposed by Paul R. Byrum and 
Lowell R. Johnson, Republicans. 
With a less powerful political or- 
ganization in control in Kansas City 
than the Pendergast machine, there 
might be a chance normally for the 
election of a Republican in the 
Fourth District, but the indications 
this year are that Bell and Shan- 
non will be re-elected. 

In the Sixth District, consisting 
of 11 counties in the central west- 
ern part of the State, Congressman 
Reuben T. Wood, who also is presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Federa- 
tion of Labor, is opposed by Thom- 
as H. Douglas of Bolivar, Repub- 
lican. The counties in this district 
have a Democratic record on Con- 
gressmen broken only in the Re- 
publican landslide of 1928. Then 
when Hoover carried them by 35,- 
163 they went Republican for Con- 
gressman by only 11,607. Though 
Coolidge carried them in 1924 by

| Jiftietth anniversary celebration at 


the Statue of Liberty today: 

Fifty years ago our old neighbor 

and friend from across the sea gave 
us this monument to stand at the 
principal eastern gateway to the 
new world. Grover Cleveland, 
Rresident of the United States, ac- 
cepted this gift with the pledge that 
“we will not forget that liberty has 
here made her home; nor shall her 
chosen altar be neglected.” 
During those 50 years that cove- 
nant between ourselves and ‘our 
most cherished convictions has not 
been broken. 
Four hundred years ago, in 
Europe a8 well as in Asia, there was 
little hope of liberty for the aver- 
age men of courage and good will. 
The ambitions of a ruling class and 
the times alike, conspired against 
liberty. of conscience, liberty of 
speech, liberty of the person, lib- 
erty of economic opportunity. Wars, 
dynastic and. religious, had ex- 
hausted both the substance and 
the tolerance of the oh world. 
There was neither economic nor po- 
litical liberty—nor any hope for 
either. 

* Mankind’s Second Chance. 

Then came one of the great 
ironies of history. Rulers needed 
to find gold to pay their armies and 
increase their power over the com- 
mon men. The seamen they sent to 
find that gold found instead the 
way of escape for the common man 
from those rulers. What they found 
over the western horizon was not 
the silk and jewels of Cathay, but 
mankind’s second chance—&# chance 
to create a new world after he had 
almost spoiled an old one. 

And the Almighty seems purpose- 
fully to have withheld that second 
chance until the time when men 
would most need and appreciate 
liberty, the time when men would 
be enlightened enough to establish 
it on foundations sound enough to 
maintain it. 

For over three centuries a steady 
stream of men, women and chil- 
dren followed the beacon of lib- 
erty which this light symbolizes. 
They brought to us strength and 
moral fiber developed in a Civili- 
zation centuries old but fired anew 
by the dream of a better life in 
America. They brought to one new 
country the cultures of a hundred 
old ones. 

Men of 

It has not been sufficiently em- 
phasized in the teaching of our his- 
tory that the overwhelming major- 
ity of those who came from the 
nations of the old; world to our 
American shores were not the lag- 
gards, not the timorous, not the 
failures. They were men and wom- 
en who had the supreme courage 
to strike out for themselves, to 
abandon language and relatives— 
to start at the bottom without in- 
fluence, without: money and with- 
out knowledge of life in a very 
young civilization. We can say for 
all America what the Californians 
say of the forty-niners, “The cow- 
ards never started and the weak 
died by the way.” 

Perhaps Providence did prepare 
this American continent to be a 
place of the second chance. Cer- 
tainly, millions of men and women 
have made it that. They adopted 
this homeland because in this land 
they found a home in which the 
things they most desired could be 
opportunity, | 
freedom of thought, freedom 
to worship God. Here they found 
life because here there was free- 
dom of life. 

It is the memory of all these 
eager seeking millions that makes 
this one of America’s places of 
great romance. Looking down this 
great harbor, I like to think of 
the countless number of inbound 
vessels that have made this port. 
I like to think of the men and 
women who—with the break 
of dawn off Sandy Hook 
—have strained their eyes to the 
west for a first glimpse of the new 
world. 

From Strange Horizons. 

They came to us—most of them— 
in steerage. But they, in their 
humble quarters, saw things in 


| these strange horizons which were 


denied to the eyes of those few 
who traveled in greater luxury. 


They came to us speaking © the 


tongues—but a single language, the 
universal language of human as- 
piration. 

How well their hopes were justi- 
fied is proved by the record of what 
they achieved. They not only found 
freedom in the new world, but by 
their effort and devotion they made 
the new world’s freedom safer, 
richer, more far reaching, more 
capable of growth. 

Within this present generation 
that stream from abroad has large- 


ly stopped. We have within our J 


shores today the materials out ot 
which we shall continue to build 
an even better home for liberty, 
Our Common Future. 
We .take satisfaction in the 
ought that those who have left 
eir native land to join us, may 
still retain here their affection for 
some things left behind—old cus- 


‘toms, old language, old friends, 


Looking to the future, they wisely 
choose that their children shall live 
in the new language and in the new 
customs of this new people. And 
those children more and more real- 
ize their common destiny in Amer- 
ica, That is true whether their for- 
bears came past this place eight 
generations ago or only one. 

The realization that we are all 
bound together by hope of a com- 
mon future rather than by rever- 
ence for a common past has helped 
us to build upon this continent a 
unity. unapproached in any similar 
area or population in the whole 
world. For all our millions of 
square miles; for all our millions 
of people, there is a unity in lan- 
guage and speech, in law and in 
economics, in education and in gen- 
eral purpose, which nowhere finds 
its match. 

Goddess of Liberty and Peace. 

It was the hope of those who gave 
us this statue and the hope of the 
American people in receiving it that 
the Goddess of Liberty and the 
Goddess of Peace were the same. 

The grandfather of my old friend 
the French Ambassador, and those 
who helped him make this gift pos- 
sible, were citizens of a great sister 
republic established on the princi- 
ple of the democratic form of gov- 
ernment. Citizens of all democra- 
cies unite in their desire for peace. 
Grover Cleveland recognized this 
unity on this spot 50 years ago. 

He suggested that Liberty enlight- 
ening the world would extend her 
rays from these shores to every 
other*nation. 

Today the symbolism should be 
broadened. To the message of lib- 
erty which America sends to all the 
world must be added her message 
of peace. 

A Better Civilization. 

Even in times as troubled and un- 
certain as these, I still hold to the 
faith that a better civilization than 
any we have known is in store for 
America and by our example, per- 
haps, for the world. Here destiny 
seems to have taken a long look. 
Into this continenta] reservoir there 
has been poured untold and un- 
trapped wealth of human resources. 
Out of that reservoir—out of the 
melting pot—the rich promise which 
the new world held out to those who 


came to it from many lands is find- |. 


ing fulfillment. 

- The richness of the promise has 
not run out. If we keep the faith 
for our day as those who came be- 
fore us kept the faith for theirs, 


then you and I can smile with con-| 


‘fidence into the future. 
Duty of Each Generation. 

It is fitting, therefore, that this 
should be a service of rededication 
to the liberty and the peace which 
this statue symbolizes, Liberty and 
peace are living things. In each 
generation—if they are to be main- 
tained—they must be guarded and 
vitalized anew. 

We do only a small part of our 
duty to America when we glory in 
the great past. Patriotism. that 
stops with that is a too-easy patriot- 
ism—a patriotism out of step with 


the patriots. For each generation | 
the more patriotic part is to carry | 


forward American freedom and 
American peace by making them 
living facts in a living present. 


To that we can, we do, rededicate 


ourselves,

Steele, 
accounted a good puncher, couldn’t 
knock Risko over in the title tilt, 
so the fight tonight may give us 
some comparative line on Balsamo 
and Steele. 

However, that really isn’t import- 
ant. If Balsamo can keep smack- 
ing out his opponents, he doesn’t 
need concern himself about any ti- 
tles. He can get rich without ever 
owning what we call the crown.

a matter of fact, it’s a:belt. Joe 
Louis isn’t a champion, but he 
made more money the past year 
than James J. Braddock, the cham- 
pion, and Max Schmeling, the No. 
1 contender, put together. 
Balsamo will spot Risko three- 
quarters of a pound. Balsamo 
weighed in at the New York State 
Athletic Commission office at 160% 
pounds, while Risko balanced the 
scale at 161 pounds. 


Of what he has shown so far 
Balsamo seems to be one of the 
greatest middleweight punchers of 
ring history.

One of these ‘raters’ is Hype 
Igoe, the famous boxing authority 
of the New York Journal. Hype 
not only saw Ketchel—he managed 
him. Take Hype’s word on Ketch- 
el against that of the lads who 
speak glibly of the Michigan as- 
sassin, but never laid eyes on him, 
Hype says Balsamo is a_ better 
puncher than Ketchel because he 
is a shorter puncher, and Hype has 
never before admitted that anybody 
could punch like Ketchel, not even 
Louis. 

Not many of Ketchel’s fights 
went the limit. . Once he was 
knocked out by Billy Papke, anoth- 
er great middleweight puncher. 
Ketchel later flattened Papke.

Pennants Unimportant. 


did T’S the only way to keep 
up the supply,” he ex- 
plained. “If the minor leagues 
try to win pennants, merely by 
picking up worn-out players from 
higher leagues, players who are 
on the down-grade, they’re not 
doing baseball any good. The 
purpose of the minors should be 
more far-reaching than the pen- 
nant just ahead. Even with a 
pennant, there isn’t any prosper- 
ity for the minor league club, if 
it is not able to develop young 
players, who can advance to 
leagues of higher classification. 
But you'd be surprised how the 
suggestion has been opposed. For 
*hat reason the selection of a 
minor league manager is highly 
important: The ideal manager, 
considering the best interests of 
organized baseball as a whole, is 
the man who likes to develop 
young players and who will give 
recruits a chance, even if in so 
doing he may lose enough games 
to keep the team in the second 
division. 
“The question has been raised 
as to why more players are noi 
available each year at our Texas

answer is that with conditions as 
they are we are forced at San 
Antonio to compete with the 
other clubs and therefore we are 
forced to use older players and .

The -Player-Limit. 
ORNSBY thinks it would be 
a great help to major league

“Twenty-three men may be 
enough for the top ranking major 
league clubs,” Hornsby said. “I 
mean the clubs which are in the 
pennant race. If you have good 
men, 23 may be enough. But it 
would help the second division 
clubs, the ones that are trying to 
build if the limit were raised. Fre- 
quently you have a chance to pick 
up young players, who might de- 
velop, but with the player limit at 
23, you’d have to discard some- 
body else and the result is that 
you have to pass up the opportu- 
nity.” 

Minor league clubs have the 
same difficulty. For instance, 
each Texas League club, McEvoy 
pointed out, can carry only 17 
men. Each wants at least seven 
pitchers and two catchers, which 
makes it possible to carry only 
one utility man. He must be 
able to play infield or outfield 
and too frequently a down-grade 
athlete will get that utility job, 
rather than an up-and-developing 
youngster. So in that case too, 
the player limit militates against 
the young player trying to get 
experience.

18 DEATHS IN 

FOOTBALL HAVE 
BEEN REPORTED 
THIS CAMPAIGN 


By the Associated Press. ' 

-» NEW YORK, Oct. 28. — Football 
in 1936 is taking approximately the 
same toll of life that it did a year 
ago and once more most of the 
deaths are attributable to sand-lot 
and high school games. 


The records so far this season 
show 18 deaths which have been 
reported from the gridirons and 23 
fatalities among football players 
since Jan. 1. At the same stage 
of the 1935 season the toll stood 
at 17. 

Two of the deaths resulted from 
injuries received last fall: two 
were victims of a tragic fire in the 
Purdue University dressing room, 
and the fifth was struck by a bolt 
of slightning during a practice 
scrimmage. 

The fatalities are undergoing in- 
vestigation by Prof. Floyd East- 
wood of New York University’s De- 
partment of Physical Education, 
who annually keeps a record of 
vital statistics for the American 
Football Coaches Association and 
the N. C. A. A. 

Seven deaths, among them boys of 
6, 11 and 12 years or age, occurred 
in sandlot competition; eight on 
high school gridirons; two from 
college ranks and oné a club player, 
Poe. recapitulation of fatalities to 
ate:

So Stalin, like the Czar before him, 
seeks alliances with republican 
France and with Britain, hoping 
thereby to have their military sup- 
port if Russia again goes to war 
with Germany for the mastery of 
Central Europe. 

They all talk a.lot about Bol- 
shevism and Fascism, but if Wil- 
liam Hohenzollern were where Hit- 
ler is and Nicholas Romanoff 
where Stalin is and Mussolini were 
still the editor of a Socialist news- 
paper, the essential lines of conflict 
in Europe would nevertheless be 
what they are today.

Once again, the 
British are late in discovering that 
their military power is not equal to 
their responsibilities.

And once again, the disunity of 
London and Paris, the indecision

: is fitting that I should discuss 
this subject in Pennsylvania on the 
birthday of Theodore Roosevelt, 
You in Pennsylvania were devoted 
tp him. You in common with all 
Americans recognize the great lift 
he gave to the ideals of American 
nment. 
Pond I may recall to you that The- 
pdore Roosevelt began his national 
career in Washington as a member 
of the Civil Service Commission and 
be put this commission on the 


map. 
Roosevelt on Civil Service, 

Government is a public service en- 
terprise. Every official is a trustee 
for the people. Men and women 
eho work for the Government 
should devote themselves without 
eonflicting loyalties to the public 
grvice. They should be selected on 
the basis of their ability and irre- 
spective of their politics. 

We had every reason to expect 
that these principles would be ob- 
served by President Roosevelt when 
he came into office. He had fre- 
quently, in the course of his public 
life, heartily indorsed the merit sys- 
tem of classified civil service. After 
his election he continued to indorse 
the merit system. 

For instance, in a letter to the 
Civil Service Reform League in Au- 
gust, 1933, the President wrote: 
“The merit system in civil service is 
in no danger at my hands.” 

Two years later in a letter to the 
Civil Service Reform League, dated 
Sept. 17, 1935, he again wrote: “The 
merit system has been and ‘will con- 
tinue to be extended during my ad- 
ministration.” 

And in a letter to the League of 
Women Voters, read on the radio 
Jan. 30, 1936, he said: “There can 
be no question of greater moment 
or broader effect than the main- 
tenance, strengthening and exten- 
sion of the merit system. ...I am 
glad to assure your great organiza- 
tion of my support in this effort.” 

Farley's Words Quoted. 


These are words that could not 


buildings by a cabinet officer. And 
this is not good government. 

And in this case the now thread- 
bare excusé of emergency does not 
hold water. The President should 
recall that the Wilson administra- 
tion, of which he was a member, 
actually increased the percentage 
of those under the merit system 
during one of the greatest emerg- 
encies we ever faced—the war. 

The army. available for this ad- 
ministration’s political machine is 
twice as big as the regular army of 
the United States. It is more than 
twice the patronage that any Presi- 
dent has ever had in this country. 

The increase in the Federal pay- 
roll as a result of this political 
army is more than $500,000,000 a 
year. 

Yet with all the expansion of 
patronage jobs, what happened to 
the faithful civil service employes 
of regular departments? They had 
their pay reduced and many were 
discharged in the name of economy. 
And this is not good government. 


Drop of 20 Per Cent, 


The net result has been that the 
proportion of executive employes 
under the civil service has dropped 
from above 80 per cent in 1933 to 
approximately 60 per cent last June. 
The progress of a quarter of a cen- 
tury under five Presidents has been 
lost—-lost in three and one-half 
years under one President—a Presi- 
dent who said only a year ago: 
“The merit system has been and will 
continue to be extended during my 
administration.” 

This administration insisted that 
the depression had all the aspects 
of a great war. It maintained that 
ordinary traditional methods must 
be set aside—that great power must 
be centralized temporarily in the 
executive. It pleaded that all par- 
tisanship be forgotten—that petty 
advantage be sunk in this time of 
common need. 

Along with the great majority of 
my fellow-citizens, I co-operated 
with the chief executive in our com- 
mon fight for national reconstruc- 
tion.

In July, 1933, in a signed article 
In the American Magazine, called 
“Passing Out the Patronage,” the 
Postmaster-General of the United 
States said: “The Democrats have 
the right .. . to supplant one-fifth, 
or 150,000, of the Federal office- 
holders . . . the final decision on 
all‘these questions naturally rests 
with the President himself. I am 
simply his helper.” 

Then the Postmaster-General 
tontinued: “The patronage is a re- 
Ward to those who have worked for 
party victory. It is also an assist- 
ance in building party machinery 
for the next election. ... Iam a 
trustee of something that does not 
belong to me. The patronage be- 
longs to the Democratic party.” 

Those were frank words. It is 
hot even necessary to-read between 
the lines to understand them. They 
Meant that every job that could be 
made available to party workers, 
was to be made available. They 
Meant that every dollar of the pub- 


lit money that could be used to- 


help the party, was to be used. 
They meant that the Postmaster- 
heral—who was also chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
le, and who was also chairman 
of the New York State Democratic 
mittee—was authorized to cre- 
ite & vast army of political mer- 
*haries in order to entrench the 
Present administration in power. 
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the President and his Postmaster- 
General—a machine organized by 
the President’s campaign commit- 
tee, supported off the public pay- 
rolls, and controlled by the Presi- 
dent’; power of appointment and 
removal. And this is not good gov- 
ernment. 


This administration has gone hog- 
wild in adding new agencies and 
accumulating new powers. It has 
created 75 new alphabetical what- 
nots. Many of these are little more 
than duplications of agencies al- 
ready in existence. The conflict and 
confusion among all these agencies 
is so great that finally the Presi- 
dent has appointed a grand co-ordi- 
nator—a grand co-ordinator whose 
functions ove-slap the functions of 
three overlapping agencies studying 
the problem of overlapping func- 
tions of overlapping agencies. 

Some of these agencies have im- 
mense powers, yet are responsible 
to no cabinet officer. They report 
only to the President or to some 
independent agency. 

In addition, under this adminis 
tration 42 corporations have been 
created by Congress or incorporated 
under state laws. 

Federal Corporations. 

Many of these are absolutely in- 
dependent of Congress. Many have 
the power to pledge the Govern- 
ment’s credit without control by 
Congress and can even compete 
with private business. And this 
is not good Government, 

Small wonder that the President 
told Congress in his report on the 
State of the Union last January, 
that his administration had set up 
new instruments of public power— 
instruments capable of shackling 
our liberties and enslaving the peo- 
ple unless they were in the hands 
of a people’s Government, 

The Republican party is opposed 
to powers and policies that could 
be used by anyone to shackle the 
liberties of the people or enslave the 
publics It is doubly opposed to such 
powers and policies when the peo- 
ple’s government is itself threatened 
by a disciplined national political 
machine. We are seeing today, for 
the first time, the machine politics 
of our large cities applied on a na- 
tional scale: We are getting the 
first taste of the bitter fruits of per- 
sonal government. We are feeling 
the yoke of a government of spoils-

When I am president, I propose 
to make such a housecleaning.

As Chief Executive I intend to 
give my close personal attention to 
the actual administration of Gov- 
ernment departments. 

I intend to ask Congress immedi- 
ately for legislation giving me au- 
thority to extend the merit system 
by executive order. Every position 
in the executive departments and 
agencies below the rank of assis- 
ant secretary should be filled either 
by promotion for merit or by com- 
petitive examinations. 

At the same time, I intend to ask 
for authority to insure a real re- 
organization and consolidation of 
Government bureaus and agencies. 
And I intend to ask that adequate 
appropriations be given to the Civil 
Service Commission. 

: A Thrust at Farley. 

I shall appoint to the cabinet and 
other executive positions only those 
whose belief in the merit system 


appoint only men of ability with 
records of actual accomplishment. 
And under my administration no 
man who remains a member of the 
Republican National Committee will 
be connected in any capacity with 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment. 

It is imperative that the mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion should thoroughly understand 
the problems of Government per- 
sonnel. It is imperative they ad- 
minister the civil service laws im- 
partially and humanely. I shall 
ask the commission to study at 
once the best way to place part- 
time and contract employes within 
the merit system. 

And I shall ask that the Civil 
Service Commission provide open 
hearings—a court of appeals—for 
employes against whom charges 
have been made that may lead to 
the loss of their jobs. When such 
charges are made the accuser should 
face the accused. In my opinion 
anything short of such protection 
to our Government worker is un- 
just and un-American. 

“Sound Economic Investment.” 

A trained and efficient-civil serv- 
ice personnel is a sound economic 
investment. It should appeal to 
every taxpayer. Political turnover 
in Government offices encourages 
waste, inefficiency, and neglect of 
duty. It destroys mgrale. It low- 
ers respect for Government service. 
We need in Government more civil 
servants like the rank and file of 
postoffice employes—faithful men 
ahd women who have been appoint- 
ed on merit and have advanced on 
merit. 

It is my intention to broaden the 
system of promotion in each depart- 
ment so that employes may look for- 
ward to continuous advancement. 

More than 10 years ago Mr. Roose- 
velt wrote to the National Civil Ser- 
vice Reform League as follows: “I 
should like to see one of the great 
parties come forward with a chal- 
lenge to the other party offering to 
enter into a compact to uphold and 
maintain the civil service; to recog- 
nize that, while a few positions - : 
the top—policy-making positions— 
must of necessity be filled by party 
men, the overwhelming majority of 
Government employes should be 
something more than party. work- 
eꝛa.“ 

Roosevelt’s “Shadow-Boxing.” 

Since writing those words, Mr. 
Roosevelt has become President. As 
the head of one of the great parties 
and as President, he not only has 
been shadow-boxing with his own 
challenge; he has abandoned his 
own principles. The time has come 
to get rid of this tax-eating bureau- 
cracy. We must return to a liberal 
democratic system. ‘ 


The task of those who follow this 
administration will be no bed of 
roses. It will not be a job for ge- 
niuses who despise arithmetic. It 
will be a grinding, undramatic re- 
sponsibility—without fireworks and 
without showmanship. It will call 
for the simple virtues without which 
no family, no business, and no gov- 
ernment can long endure. 

But the task can be performed. 
It can be performed by an admin- 
istration determined to give our 
people a government that is effi- 
cient, economical and honest. It 
can be performed because the 
American/ people will support an 
administration which is looking 
after their affairs instead of try- 
ing to perpetuate itself in power. 
As chief executive I shall devote 
myself to this task with all the en- 
ergy and determination that If pos- 
sess. As chief executive I intend to 
have good government.

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JUDGE AND SON TRY 
PRISON AS EXPERIMENT 


Not so Bad as Most People 
Think, They Say After Vol- 
untary 10-Day Term. 


By the Associated Press. 
DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 28.—Dis- 


trict Judge Harry D. Landis of 
Seward, Neb., who voluntarily spent 
10 days in the Iowa State peniten-

life in a cell was not so.bad as 
“most people imagine.” : 

His son, Frank, a University of 
Nebraska senior law student who 
“served” 10 days with his father, 
added in a separate report that: 

“The attitude of the prisoners 
can be summed up in a statement 
made by one convict, who said: 
“If you are out of isolation, you 
have it soft, because, hell, this place 
is just an old man’s home.’”, 


Committed Aug. 21. 


The Judge and his son persuaded 
officials to commit them to the 
prison for a 10-day term, starting 
last Aug. 21, as a “social experi- 
ment.” 

“It was done,” Judge Landis said 
at Wahoo, Neb., where he held 
court yesterday “as an experiment 
to observe criminal behavior for 
use by myself on the bench.” 

In his report, the Judge said the 
experience would be “of real benefit 
to me.” 

The two men posed as convicts. 
They were dressed in as the “De 
Witts, second-time losers on a 
fraudulent land deal.” Only War- 
den Glenn Haynes knew who they 
were. They spent the customary 
first three days in solitary. Judge 
Landis then was put to work in 
the prison chair factory and in the 
kitchen. His son loaded clay. 


Says Cells Are Comfortable. 
“The cells are comfortable,” Judge 
Landis wrote in his report. “They 
are well equipped, have connections 
for radio headphones, electric lights, 
good beds, and the inmates . may 
smoke, work, stuay and read with- 
in reasonable hours. 

“The occupant is locked up on 
work days from 6:30 p. m. until 
7 a. m.; on Saturdays and Sundays 
longer. However, this need not be 
depressing unless the inmate 
makes it so of his own volition.” 

Judge Landis also found it easy , 
to get good books, said the guards 
were “human, fair, yet firm,” and 
that prison officials had the “con- 
fidence and respect of the inmates.” 

The Judge said he saw no evi- 
dence of the use of liquor or nar- 
cotics in the prison, but, advocated 
a “clean speech league” to combat 
what he said was the prevalence of 
“vile language.” 

Son Makes Case Histories. 


During his leisure time, Judge 
Landis’ son wrote case histories | 
of 112 inmates and concluded that 
many of them should never be set 
free.

When the Judge and his son en- 
tered the prison, they were put in 
solitary confinement for three days, 
just to “start them off right,” a 
process hardly calculated to soften 
the heart of a convict, and turn 
him toward a better life.

It 
must be then that no rule covers 
every case. It applies to every case, 
but each child falls a bit short, or 
laps a bit over the edges of the 
rule.

Ozark country, stands Shannondale 
Community House. It is likely the 
only building you will remember 
passing as you traveled over High- 
way 19, for it stands close to the 
road, and in contrast to the poor 
hill dwellings, is a sturdy structure 
of concrete and native rock. 


For the past 10 days Shannon- 
dale Community House has shel- 
tered families from miles around, 
who came to attend meetings of 
the so-called folk school. The ses- 
sion which just closed was the 
fourth spohsored by Shannondale, 
but the first held at the Communi- 
ty House. No degrees were grant- 
ed, no diplomas distributed, but if 
the testimony of those attending 
is reliable, many hearts were. light- 
ened and many minds enlivened. . 

There is no conclusive definition 
for a folk school, I was told. The 
name itself is only a translation of 
the title given them by their Da- 
nish originators, and, like many 
translations, has lost its savor. 

“When you ask us what a folk 
school: is,-we.can only invite you to 
break bread witl us,” one of the 
leaders explained. As I discovered, 
it is only by a stay at Shannondale 
that one can catch the real spirit 
of this experiment in co-operative 
living.

HE folk school held its opening 
rally Friday evening, Oct. 16, 
when George A. Nelson, Socialist 
candidate for vice-president, spoke 
in Salem, That week-end, the Rev. 
and Mrs. Ralph Christian Abele of 
St. Louis were down, he to lead a 
discussion of international rela- 
tions, and she to conduct nature 
hikes through the  high-colored 
woods. Sunday’s program. began 
with a sketching trip, led by John 
T. Morgan, from the Ashland Folk 
School at Grant, Mich. Later in 
the morning Bucher: held a short 
religious service and in the after- 
noon Walter Hearn of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri dirécted a round- 
stove discussion on war and peace. 
This subject was pursued in the 
evening by the presentation of a 
one-act pacifist play. 
W. F. Hillebrandt, head of the 
Missouri Credit Association, a unit 
of the co-operatives, held classes in 


- Various subjects all day Monday, 


and Tuesday and Wednesday were 
given over to a discussion of con- 
sumers’ co-operatives, directed by 
Dr. W. L. Howard of the Missouri 
Self-Help Co-operatives. The 10- 
day program also included talks 
by former Senator Dave Bales of 
Eminence, on the rural school sit- 
uation, and on power developments 
along Current River; a demonstra- 
tion of the discussion method in 
teaching, by Ralph Loomis from 
the State Extension Departmént of 
the University of Missouri; meet- 
ings led by the Rey. Chester Gra- 


sion groups were frequent recrea- 
tion periods, considered no less im- 
portant by folk school leaders. 
There were the games, in which Bu- 
cher or Graham or Morgan or any- 
one who felt like it, might call the 
turns. There was group singing, 
led by Theodore Rasche, son of the 
pastor of a North St. Louis church, 
and himself a student at Eden Theo- 
logical Seminary, who with his ten- 
or guitar,-green pull-over sweater, 
blue corduroys and laced boots was 
by far the moét picturesque figure 
present. He also gave instruction in 
the reading of music, a difficult 
subject for his pupils, most of whom 
played the piano and learned the 
new folk tunes by ear. 


There were classes, too, in the 
technique of simulating stained 
glass windows, perfected by John 
Morgan, who was. trained originally 
as a worker in stained glass. On 
plain brown wrapping paper he 
first outlines the design with a 
heavy black ink to look like lead- 
ing, then fills in the colors with 
enamel mixed with linseed oil. 


Above the double doors of the 
hall at Shannondale are five small 
windows with these paintings past- 
ed on the panes, which, with the 
sun shining through them, become 
an excellent and inexpensive substi- 
tute for real stained glass. After 
dinner one day a group gathered to 
decide on the five significant val- 
ues in folk school, which could be 
worked into window designs. The 
central idea, which became the cen- 
tral panel, they decided was broth- 
erhood and Christian fellowship, 
symbolized by hands clasped around 
the world, with a red cross behind 
it. The other four windows are: 
Work, work in the fields, represent- 
ed by a plow; education, indicated 


by a stack of books and the first. 


schoolhouse: in Shannon County; 
health, symbolized by the rising 
sun; and play, in which a boy and 
girl are shown in profile. 

While Shannondale is the only 
folk school known to exist in 
Missouri, it is not by 


any 
‘Means pioneering, for the first folk 


school in America was founded in 
1878 at Elk Horn, Ia., by the Danes. 
They were following in the foot- 
steps of Denmark’s beloved Bishop 
Crundtvig, who brought his coun- 
trymen out of the despair of the 
Forties -with his faith in folk cul- 
ture and heritage. The second Dan- 
ish school in America was located 


in Northwestern Wisconsin, and in

1882 a school was started at Grant, 
Mich., buildings of which were tak- 
en over in 1928 for use as an Amer- 
ican folk school. A similar one was 
started in California about 1900, and 
Mrs, Olive D. Campbell, working 
with funds provided by the Russell 
Sage Foundation, has fomred a folk 
school in Brasstown, N. C.

T is a popular misconception that 
| the folk schools bred the consum- 

ers’ co-operatives abroad, In real- 
ity there is no official connection 
between them. But many persons, 
trained in folk schools, have inter- 
preted Grundtvig’s ideals to mean 
that living should be put on a co- 
operative basis, and have met the 
problems of production and distri- 
bution on that basis. 

Not all who attend the Shannon 
dale Folk School belong to the co- 
operative store, but it has a sub- 
stantial number of share holders 
who have bought an interest in the 
profits, for $2.50 a share, and who 
guarantee the little genéral'store a 
weekly business of between $225 
and $250. It offers a unique serv- 
ice to its rural subscribers. Once 
a week, Henry Prugh, the manager, 
leaves the shop to his wife and sets 
out in a pick-up truck to make a 
30-mile circuit through the hills; de- 
livering supplies. He also collects 
cream and eggs to take back to the 
markets in, Salem, where the store 
does its buying. On order, Prugh 
will do personal shopping, too, for 
families who have no means of 
transportation.
